EP 0 848 260 A is e.g. known a technique according to which four units may be tested 
simultaneously since they are each connected to a test apparatus by means of wires. US Patent 
5,805,667 teaches another technique according to which the units are tested individually which is 
also the case according to the known technique of US 6,021,315. 

The purpose of the invention is to provide a flexible system for and a method of decreasing 
the processing time per unit of electronic devices during production and test, thus reducing costs. 

This is achieved according to the method of the invention in that the method in combination 
comprises processing of several devices simultaneously in a mode-stirred chamber and transferring 
of airborne signals between at least one antenna in the chamber and an antenna on each of the 
devices.
